A BIRD'S-EYE VIEW OF 1942 


The following are just a few high-lights for 1942; you will find 
them incorporated in one of the many chart delineations, but | am 
giving this for quick reference throughout the year. 

No Election: First, patriotic citizens everywhere are pinning their 
hopes upon the coming election. Well, as | review the astrological 
picture of key individuals and of the nation as a whole, it is in my 
opinion a vain hope. To me the indications are that there will be 
no election; the President has no intention of even the semblance of 
an election in 1942. This is plainly indicated in his chart, and aug- 
mented by our national chart. 

So much for the abstract; the physical facts indicate that they do 
not dare allow the American public a free expression of the fran- 
chise. When at least 80 per cent of the people are against your 
policy, if you are President, you can readily see that a free election 
amounts to suicide as far as you are concerned. 

Now astrology is not fatalism, it merely indicates the trend of 
things, and | am telling you what the trend is. On the other hand, 
if there were a coalition of patriotic groups, such as The National 
Legion of Mothers, The American Coalition, The Citizens No For- 
eign War Coalition, The Citizens Keep America Out of War Com- 
mittee, The America First Committee, and many others’ too numer- 
ous to mention, we could have an election, and we could, and would, 
clean house in Washington. Not by force, as advocated by the rab- 
ble organizations—and there are many—but through constitutional, 
legal channels. which is the only right and proper way. The Con- 
stitution provides for the removal of anyone, from the President 
down, for malfeasance in office. On this issue alone, the fate of 
America is trembling in the balance; for should the above sugges- 
tion not be carried out, violence is inevitable. Not that | advocate 
violence, | do not, | shall never be a party to it; | believe in l'berty 
under the law. And when we give way to violence we have in effect 
served notice that we are not law-abiding citizens; that we are a 
mere rabble; that we have committed treason against the Constitu- 
tion and its Bill of Rights. The fact that those in office have torn 
the Constitution into scraps of paper does not give you the right te 
do likewise, for you have then descended to their level. 

But as surely as the Sun rises in the east and sets in the west, so 
surely will violence break loose in America; the Mars-Uranus type 
will take the bit in their teeth, and chaos will reign throughout the 
land. And so the fate of America lies in the hands of men and wo- 
men who can think straight and have the courage of their convic- 
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tions, without fear or favor of any man to fulfill their duty as God- 
fearing citizens of the Republic. 

And so we have the choice of two paths in 1942; the path of 
constitutional law or the path of lawlessness and chaos. |n one sense 
1942 is Judgment Day, inasmuch as this issue can not be delayed 
any longer. Action there will be; the kind of action, however, de- 
pends upon which path we choose to take. For the benefit of astro- 
logical students, | would draw your attention.to the fact that Uranus, 
the awakener, is slowly but surely coming to a conjunction of Ura- 
nus the iconoclast, and that Saturn will indeed cross that point dur- 
ing the latter half of the year.

Reed said, ‘I was present when 
the revolutionary mob broke in on Kerensky who had been spending 
days telling the people what he was going to do; but he left it too 
late; he talked while the opposition acted.’ And that is exactly 
what will take place in America if we continue to talk, and do noth- 
ing. i | 

War and Dictatorship: Indications are that the Administration 
intends full participation in war, and with a rigid dictatorship in the 
name of national emergency. What sins are committed in thy name! 
We have had a series of national emergencies ever since Roosevelt 
was elected in 1933, and each emergency is worse than the last. 
And before this year is very old, Dictator Roosevelt will make the 
last pronouncement, after which your opportunity for liberty under 
law will be gone; the thinker will be in the concentration camp; mil- 
itary power will be in control. Then your only recourse will be vio- 
lence. 

When that time arrives my work will be finished; | am an educa- 
tor, not a butcher. | am a firm believer, as indicated above, in lib- 
erty under law. And so the educator will step out of the picture and 
the warrior will take charge; the organized military forces on one 
side, and a guerrilla warfare of the mob on the other side. And 
thus will come about civil war as an aftermath of a declaration of 
war by the Executive, or Congress, or both. 

- Civil War: We shall then be in the throes, of civil war; brute 
force will break loose. All restraint will be gone, and we shall find © 
_ that we shall have real trouble at home without losing ae 
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abroad. The people will not co-operate with the war machine bent 
on fighting in foreign lands. You can lead a horse to the trough, 
but you can not make him drink. You can declare war but you can 
not compel people to fight a war for which they have no stomach. 
- Besides, a large proportion of the people know why we are being 
forced into war; fully 40 per cent know that the Synagogue of Sa- 
tan is in charge of our national government, and that those who 
do not die in conflict, on one side or the other, will be regimented, 
enslaved or exterminated. That is the program under a dictator, no 
matter what he calls himself. Russia, Germany, Spain, have had 
their blood baths, and so shall we; all in the name of freedom, of 
liberty, of democracy. Thousands of patriotic Britons are rotting in 
jails in England; and remember, we shall be fighting for that brand 
of freedom. Then there are the wholesale slaughters that have taken 
place in China and Russia. 

Incidentally, the coalition with Russia is the last straw as far as 
the people of this nation and England are concerned. Both nations 
will revolt against this alliance. Christian people know it is unscrip- - 
tural. The laws of England and of America are basically Christian. 
Russia is a Gentile nation and our Christian Bible quite plainly com- 
mands us to make no treaties with Gentile nations. These two ele- 
ments will not mix; and so we shall have the fulfillment of the vari- 
ous prophecies concerning the conflict here in America. For refer- 
ences, see our book, ‘National Destiny’. 

Defeat of Communism: As | write, early in November, Russia and 
Germany are in deadly conflict; and possibly before this appears in 
print Russia will be conquered; but in any event, before the first 
half of 1942 is out, Russia, as an independent world power, will be 
gone and the death knell of Communism will be heard. Hitler will 
have fulfilled his mission, namely, to exterminate Communism, in 
spite of wishful thinking by people who have ignored the word of 
God and done violence to His teachings and precepts.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 


This is a very critical year for the President; his chart is charged 
with high explosives. And if he handles that chart or himself reck- 
lessly, the results wll be disastrous, for him and to the nation.

And now the progressed Moon is coming up to a square of PARA 
Unless he has been diverted from his program, he will be very elated 
during the months of June and July, for there are some very stim- 
ulating forces coming into action. As stated before, Jupiter crosses 
his natal Mars the first 1O days of June, Mars transiting his mid- 
heaven in the emotional sign of Cancer. Uranus and Saturn are in 
A good aspect to his Venus, which by the way are posted in the 5th, 
J essentially an emotional house; but during the latter part of June 
Mars enters his house of hopes and wishes, and begins to form some 
very vicious aspects; it squares his Saturn and opposes his Venus, 
a highly critical period for him; especially during the last 10 days 
of June. 

And this is but the beginning of a combination of forces, al: 
though the Mars influence alone is sufficient to set them in mo- 
tion.

RELIGIONS BELIEFS AND TEMPLES FOR THEIR EXPRESSION: i e 
By A. E. Partridge. 

This little brochure was originally prepared as an address before the Cana- 
dian Astrological Association, some years ago. The subiect of this is very close 
to my heart; I am first and' foremost an astrologer. Perhaps not a very good 
one, but I love the science more than any other study; it put my-feet on solid 
ground; it gave me a foundation. As the writer so aptly states, 'In all nations 
of all ages, the Zodiac has furnished the mysterious key to all religious beliefes 
and philosophies”. To that I say Amen. 

We would not have the present hodge-podge religions of hundreds of sects, 
each claiming infallibility, if the fundamentals of astrology were taught along 
with the Bible. In the new order, the religion of the stars will be taught, and 
that will automatically eliminate the hundreds of fake religionists and self- 
styled leaders. The fundamentals of religion never change; they are based on 
inexorable laws.

HITLER: As one reads the newspapers, one is given to under- j 
stand that Germany is all washed up; well, if astrology means any-

Hitler has had 
no hesitation in purging when he felt it was for the good of the 
cause. | am not excusing or condoning, | am stating facts. Sena- 
tor Bob La Follette recently said a mouthful in one terse sentence, 
in reference to the Treaty of Versailles: “Hanging Hitler will not 
solve the problem that created him". i 

A bird's-eye view of Hitler's chart convinces me of several things: 
first, he wil: make popular concessions to some of the conquered 
countries. And in spite of some opposition, he has convinced a large 
number tf the people of conquered countries that it was the rack- 
eteers in public office who wrecked their country, that made them 
impotent; and he will show decisively the Jew control. And so, no 
matter what happens, France will never again trust England or 
America. The same is true of Poland, who was betrayed, also Greece 
and Rumania; and all he has to do is to show them the evidence; and. 
then he will say to them, in effect, These so-called democracies let 
you down—which they did. He will point to the Judaic Red conti 
and point out that they betrayed them shamefully; and that 
these democracies, are impotent to rescue these 
tries even if they wanted to. i | ys 
Now these arguments will sink in, in spite of wishful t ir 
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the contrary. No army will ever dislodge Hitler from his European 
control. Besides, the decisive battle will not be in Europe; and after 
the decisive battle there will not be an army in the world, including 
our own, that can lick a postage stamp; the world will be faced with 
a general collapse; world bankruptcy and ruin. None of the flowery 
speeches of Churchill or Roosevelt will ever bear fruit; and so their 
record will not be spoiled: neither of these men ever made a success 
of anything except talk. The man who talks a lot is not a powerful 
factor in a battle; it is the close-mouthed, stern, self-disciplined op- 
ponent whom they should fear. 


|And so, in my judgment, based on these charts, this is the type 
of opponent we have to contend with; Hitler and Germany have had 
stern discipline all through life; Americans have had a life of ease 
in comparison. Roosevelt or Morgenthau never knew what it was to 
earn a dollar; the rest of the New Deal are cheap politicians who 
never earned anything they live by graft. Hitler came up from the 
people, he has had a hard life, as Saturn on his midheaven testifies. 
And the great similarity between his chart and the national chart 
indicates that he is the popular expression of Germany; not 100 per 
cent, of course, but much more nearly so than our own leader who to- 
day has a bare 15. or 20 per cent in favor of his program. 


And so | give you a pen picture of the two opposing forces. 
France will squirm under the iron heel, but only stern discipline and 
suffering will awaken France; cosmic forces, or the law cf cause and 
effect perhaps, is bringing France the necessary discipline lest she 
perish together. No individual, or country, can be in a healthy 
condition without discipline; and as ! have already pointed out, stern 
discipline is the order of the day, first in Germany, second in all the 
conquered countries under Germany. The dry rot of decay had al- 
ready set in, in every one of these countries; through discipline they 
will suffer, and learn. And rest assured that America will tread the 
same path before 1942 is out. 

| believe that Hitler will permit a semblance of self-control, as 
much as they are capable of using without abuse; some of the for- 
‘mer rulers will be restored to power, notably in Belgium; but | do 
- not think Queen Wilhelmina will ever be permitted to return; not 
because of Germany's edict alone, but because the people resent the 
that she deserted them. { i 
r . The old Europe is dead; ond the suffering of the next few years 
! dy it impossible for England or America to ever influence a 
M 3gc ., They have a deep resentment’ against against our type of < poi 
i fis aed, experince h, ont oe sa 
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result. And a large proportion of these people willi realize that in 
spite of stern discipline, enforced by the firing squad, Hitler and 
Germany helped to liberate them from powerful tyrants. France 
wants no more Blums or Daladiers. 

Before 1942 is out, Communism as a world power will be dead, 
with the exception of a remnant of it in England and America; the 
head of the serpent will be amputated, but you know the reflexes of 
a snake show signs of life in the body after the head has been re- 
moved; and so it will be with Communism in England and America. 
Hitler will fulfill his mission, namely, to strangle Communism; and 
history will accord him that acknowledgement. We have repeatedly 
said that in our opinion he was a divine instrument to inflict stern 
discipline on Europe; and so before 1942 is out he will have liber; ` 
ated Russia, from the Jewish banking control, and for the first time 
since the Czar was murdered a semblance of prosperity will come to 
Russia, even before this war is out. And long before the end of the 
war Hitler will march east, and Turkey and Iran will be under his 
control, and he will be making preparations for the last big battle. 
He may even have Egypt in his bag before the year closes, eventual- 
ly she too will fall under his control; and then will come the decisive 
battle in the Jewish stronghold, Palestine. Tens of thousands of 
Jews will migrate to Palestine this year, thinking it a place of safe- 
ty; cosmic forces drew them there through greed and selfishness, but 
they will regret their decision, because it will be the most danger- 
ous place on earth for them; very few of them will survive. 

Before the year is out the Pope of Rome will occupy very much 
the status of Petain of France, namely, a mouthpiece for his master, 
Hitler. The power of Rome is crumbling and she will be nothing but 
an echo before the year is out. i 

Now in the above outline, it is not a matter of personal feeling 
with me, | am merely an interpreter; and at the end of the year | 
am quite willing to analyze these statements and be judged by my 
record.

chine and will continue to give success throughout the year. Jupiter, 
the planet of plenty, of expansion, will be in their 2nd house for 
most of the year; until August in fact. And during that period it 
will be in good aspect to Uranus. The full force of this will be felt 
in April and possibly in the early part of May, even though there is 
an adverse to Mars at the same time; and so, if the Russian cam- 
paign is not already finished, a decisive finish will be made at this 
time.

Bear in 
mind that even the small fry must be at least pink to hold a job. | 
think our Federal pay rolls today are about 1/2 millions; | am quot- 
ing from memory and may be in error; if so it will be more, not less. 


Now inasmuch as the heads of the New Deal are Red sympathiz- 
ers, the lesser lights must follow ithe lead; and so when Russia col- 
lapses, and she will before the year of 1942 is out, things are going 
to happen here in America; the repercussions will be terrific in our 
national life. Under Hitler's control the Russian people will have a 
freer expression than they ever had under Lenin or Stalin, or even 
under the Czar; and so those who believe in Russia will continue to 
stand by her, and you will find that Hitler will have his substantial 
5th column planted within our nation ready made and trained in the 
art of sabotage. Thousands of workers in defense plants are trained 
for sabotage; and whatever a man is trained for, he will ultimately 
express, whether it be in music or war. And don't forget that the 
first tenet of Communism is world revolution for the overthrow of 
the capitalist system. And so the fact that Hitler dominates Russia 
will not phase them. This element of which | have spoken, are not 
and never were Americans; such being the case they are highly dan-

tion by aiding Russia. Marshal Petain was our ally until France 
fell, and now he is poison to us. Mr. Petain is in France, but the 
Red army is here in America, and their leaders are in key govern- 
ment positions in most cases. Then again, Mr. Roosevelt has de- 
clared himself for a new order patterned after that of the Com- 
munist party; and so we have a time bomb planted within the heart 
of the nation.

1 
say their leaders are in key positions in our government. | 
When the German war machine began its invasion of Russia, l 
there was a notable drying up of strikes; the Reds were all out to | 
| 


defeat Hitler and save democracy, they made a complete somer- 
sault over night; and that is not the first one they have made, for 
they did the same thing when Germany and Russia, through their 
leaders came to a common agreement as to their objectives, in other * — 
words joined hands. When Russia falls, they will again flop, and 
they will reveal their real objective, the overthrow of the American 
form of government. In this connection, | wish you would read the 
complete Dies reports, and they are voluminous. Briefly, Dies sub- r 
mitted a report of his committee to the new Attorney General, Bid- 
dle, showing the entrenchment of the Reds in every department of 
our government, and pointed out that they will be ready for the 
coup on orders from Moscow. 

And here we have the deadly parallel to France, that same type 
of Reds within the French government. They did not raise a finger 
in behalf of France when Germany began her drive; instead, they be- 
gan to think of personal safety; many of them flew the country. 
The rank and file of the Communists in France are the saboteurs in 
France today; they are the assassins of the German officers. And 
as in France, so in America; the saboteurs would not raise a finger 
in behalf of the U. S., but would risk their life if necessary to bring 
about a revolution here in America. 

Mr. Roosevelt and his official family are closely allied with this 
ch of saboteurs and Vos p Look at what happened in 
e Ford plant when the C. |.

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Indeed, no; our, President was ‘thoroughly in sympathy with this act 
of sabotage, as evidenced by his continued support of the sabo- 
teurs. Mr. Roosevelt is afraid of John L. Lewis, because John knows 
plenty and is apt to talk. His half million dollar contribution to the 
Roosevelt campaign fund in ‘36 is one little item, and the reason 
why Roosevelt was re-elected in ‘36. Now since the alliance of this 
nation with bloody Russia, there has been a decided letting down 
in our vigilance on communistic infiltration in all channels of our 
life; government, industry, education, literature, the churches, youth 
movements, Negra organizations, the screen and stage. Every ef- 
fort has been made to whitewash the bloody assassin 6f Russia and 
his followers. It is tragic, and at the same time it is laughable, the 
antics of the Reds, from the White House down, telling us what a 
nice boy Stalin is; what a wonderful Constitution they have.. This 
has strengthened the hands of the enemies within the nation. The 
Communists are now Americans, and through their official organ, 
the Daily Worker, they speak of 'our' country, 'our' President, 'our' 
army, ‘our’ navy, ‘our’ defense, and ‘our’ people. In other words, 
they have already taken over; and it will take physical force to dis- 
lodge them. This ‘our’ does not mean constitutional Americanism, 
it means the Communist Internationale; and although Moscow will 
have been off the map as their headquarters, they will still continue 
to function; and so | do not hesitate to say Civil War in America 
is inevitable; because as in the case of Russia, then in Spain and 
France, the Reds are in control; and | am firmly convinced that 
America will go through the same experience that Spain went 
through. It is inevitable; the stage is all set, waiting for the rise of 
the curtain. May God help dumb, blind, stupid America! She is 
going to pay. a terrible price. Of course, when the scales fall from 
the eyes of the people they will arise to the occasion and fight, 
whereas yesterday they were too lazy to work or vote intelligently. 

Here, possibly for the last time before hell breaks loose, | am 
painting a picture that | see quite clearly. Millions of Americans 
are indulging in wishful thinking, and saying This is America. So 
what? This is not the America as founded by Washington and his 
co-workers, nor is it the America of the practical idealism of Lin- 
coln; this is America that has sunk in degradation, whose sensibil- 
ities are so deadened, like a drunken man caught in a fire. 

The vast majority have contributed to the above picture, and so 
that vast majority will pay a bitter price for the part they played, 
and in many cases for their refusal to heed the warnings and to aid

Russia under the Stalin regime is doomed, as we predicted in our

outlook for 1941. The Army and Navy Journal of November Ist 


states that the Reds have lost 70 per cent of their coal, 60 per cent 
of their iron and 50 per cent of their steel capacity in the Ukraine. 
And cooped up in Leningrad are 18 per cent of their manufacturing 
plants. Within range of the enemy's guns, or already lost, are 70 
per cent of their airplane factories. All in all, she has lost more 
than 2/3 of her industrial machinery; she is now unable to supply 


her army in the field; her lines of communication are such that no

I to at the best she can only supply 50 per cent of 
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on it, It means, according to the above authority, that England and 
America must equip 1,125,000 men, We have not even equipped 
our own army, which is only a little over 11⁄2 million; and so on the 
basis of these figures, if Russia holds out until spring she is doing 
well, 

Now let us see what the Russian chart looks like, At this writ- 
ing the progressed Moon is in good aspect to Jupiter, indicating the 
help she is getting from England and the U, 5., and so it is possible 
that she will survive while this is in orb.

Japan lock inevitable; but if it comes, it will be a very tragic thing 
could not win in the end. but in spite of a lot of wishful thinking 
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here in America, it would be a costly and tragic mistake for us. Ja- 
pan could not afford to hring war to our doors, because it would be 
spreading out her navy ond merchant marine too thin. A battle- 
front of 7,000 miles, is a long one; and by the same token that is 
the kind of battle-front the American navy would have, against 
which Japan could conduct submarne warfare. 

But the most serious problem would be a question of supply ships. 
This country has stripped itself clean; handed out cargo boats whole- 
sale to Britain, until today our merchant marine is but c skeleton 
of its former self. It would take every ship in the merchant marine 
to convoy supplies to keep our navy in action. 

But, we are already involved in the war in the Atlantic, which has 
taken fully half of our navy, to say nothing of the 50 destroyers we 
gave Britain; and so we would start a fight with one of the strongest 
navies in the world, with only one-half cf our fighting force, and the 
battle-front 7,000 miles away. And so Japan would not be fighting 
a first class power but a second class one. It is true that the Jap- 
anese are not in any condition to go to war with America, nor does 
she want war with America; but the Secret World Government de- 
sires it. The question is, Why? To me it is quite ploin. The wealth 
of the United States is being dissipated all over the world; we are in 
no way prepared to go to war with anyone, because as fast as ships 
and munitions and supplies come from the factory they are shipped 
to England, Russia, China, Africa and what have you.

And then again, while all this is going on, what do you suppose 
will happen within the nation?

Federal usurpation of these powers is responsible for the changes 
which have taken place today in the administration of the govern- 
meni, and will if not corrected lead to complete loss of our rights 
and Federal centralized control. 

Congress has gone far afield from the powers granted to it in 
the Constitution. The Constitution grants no rights to Congress to 
establish the Neutrality Patrol to aid a foreign power at war. No 
one has the right to dispose of property which belongs to the United 
States. The Constitution does not grant powers to anyone to dispose 
of our fleet or secret military instruments. Disposal of government 
property by an officer or enlisted man is punishable by court mar- 
tial and sentence in accord with the crime, and when such property is 
transferred or sold to a foreign power it can only be classed as 
treason. If the crime is committed by public officials, who have ob- 
ligated themselves ‘to preserve, to protect, and defend the Consti- 
tution", impeachment and removal from office is in order. To elim- 
inate such officials from office is imperative in the interest of the 
United States. 

No power exists in the Constitution giving anyone the right, when 
we are not at war, to order occupation of property that belongs to 
a foreign power. Such an act on our part is an act of war and is 
bound to lead to war, no matter what the excuse may be for such 
occupation. For Congress to laugh it off because of the position of 
those who order such occupation, leaves Congress responsible. 

To excuse such occupation, on a possible invasion of the United 
States by Germany or any other European Power except England is 
silly. A nation with seventy million people can hardly raise an army
